Among all the painful diseases to which 


human flesh is heir the most agonizing 
are without doubt those which arise from 
the formation of gravel and stone, the ori- 
gin, and proper treatment of which have 
been heretofore a matter of mere conjec- 
ture.

Our organs, even when in a 
perfectly healthy condition, frequently con- 
tain large numbers of such parasites 
which, however, produce no deleterious ef- 
fects so long as the humors of the body are 
in a normal state, but once we are attacked 
by disease the microbian manifestations, 
as he calls them, set to work to produce the 
deposit which develops into gravel aa<3 
stone. 


The most curious portion of Dr. Galippe's 


report is his account of how he proved his 
theory by experiment, and having set mi- 
crobes the task of producing little stones 
had the grim satisfaction to see It success- 
fully accomplished. For this purpose he 
employed human saliva, from which, after 
an experiment lasting over five years he 
obtained hundreds of little stones. These 
artificial productions are in all respects ab- 
solutely identical with the stones found in 
various organs of the human body. The 
microbes which produce them can be iso- 
lated and cultivated. Tuberculous diseases 
can be successfully treated by inducing a 
process by which the tubercles become 
hard and gravelly. The opinion expressed 
at the bitting of the academy was that Dr 
Galippe's investigations and discoveries 
bad thrown a powerful light upon the or- 
igin, prevention and cure of the most agon- 
izing diseases known to modern medicine

The manufactme of it is lawful, but it "is 
not permitted to masquerade as butter in 
the market. Suspected samples are pounced 
upon by revenue agents and submitted to 
chemical teats. 


Three fourths of the hotels and nearly all 


of the restaurant" and boarding houses in 
the United States use oleomargarine. For 
their purposes this artificial product is ex- 
cellently adapted. Whereas butter quickly 
spoils oleomargarine always looks nice and 
remains fresh indefinitely. Some of it 
which has been kept at the treasury for 
three years is as good as ever today.— Kan- 
sas City Journal.

Palpitation of the Heart. 


By palpitation of the heart is meant th 


sensation either of irregularity in heart ac- 
tion or of rapidity of heart beats. The per 
son who experiences it is usually alarme 
by the-symptom and calls in the doctor. 


But in most cases of this sort which ar 


brought to his attention the physician finds 
nothing out of tue way with the heart, ant 
hence of danger to the individual. Th 
cause of the sensation is elsewhere. In the 
majority of instances the real trouble is in 
digestion. 


In almost all cases of actual heart disease 


no intimation of it is transmitted to the 
patient by any 11 regularity or likesensation 
of heart rhythm. 


As a symptom, palpitation is valuable to 


the physician in that it directs the atten- 
tion of the patient to the heart. An un- 
usual sensation, in this region usually leads 
one to consult his physicmnat once. Symp- 
toms felt in other'parta of the body usually 
wait for "the more convenient season." 


1'ulpitation does, however, undoubtedly 


occur in cases of real disease, and whenever 
it occurs its cau=e should be found out and 
remedied. 


Among the common causes of palpitation 
are to be numbered the excessive use of to- 
bacco, tea, colfee, alcohol, or of certain 
drugs, hysteria, excessive exertion, hunger, 
privation, fatigue, fright or loss of sleep 
and excesses of any kind.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

TELEPHONIC JOURNALISM. 


The Alleged Editor In Buda-Fcttk Who 


Spouts tho Down to Hi* Subscribers. 


The capital of Hungary, whore I am now 


spending a few days, has distinguished it- 
Belf among tho cities of tho globe by est ab- 
lishing a telephonic newspaper, which has 
now been in existence some months and is 
extending its plans and hopes. The Orien- 
tal Review of this city gives » long account 
of what this novel enterprise has done and 
may do, which I am sure will interest my 
readers. The whole *ty of 600,000 peop) o— 
as large as Boston and I may add quito as 
handsome and better served with stieet 
railways—is divided into eight sections for 
the purposes of this telephonic editor, and 
each of the sections has one conducting 
wire. The apparatus in each house occu- 
pies a space of about 5 inches square and 
has two tubes, so that two members of tho 
family can get the news at once. The whole 
cost of putting it in is $0, and each sub- 
scriber pays a rate of 00 cents a month for 
the special newspaper service. 


The news collector docs his work in tho 


night, as elsewhere, and at 9 a. m. ho takes 
his post in the central station and begins to 
tell his story "in a telegraphic style, sum- 
mary and precise, avoiding everything uu- 
perfluous." At the end of five minutes, 
fearing lest some of his subscribers may 
not have heard everything, ho repeats his 
budget of news, word for word—mostly 
concerning homo events and news of Hun- 
gary. At 10 o'clock he issues another oral 
edition, this time of foreign news. At 11 
o'clock ho lets us know that the Hungarian 
parl lament is In session and may mention 
what is being debated. But word may also 
como of a not, and by noon tho alarmud 
subscriber may hoar that tho populace have 
attacked the police and been fired upon. 
This, we will say, causes stocks to fall 5 
per cent. Immediately the wise subscriber 
rushes to his own telephone and gives his 
broker an order to buy. At 2 o'clock tho 
central editor rings furiously and reports a 
violent debate in parliament, which leads 
to a change of the ministry. At 8 o'clock 
there is a fire in u. building of which the 
bubscriber is part owner—and so it goes on 


"All this news," says my authoo, "is re- 


lated in a sonorous voice, easily understood 
—and, as thero is only one wire, the sub- 
,

scriber is not vexed with the hubbub of 20 
voices trying to use the same wire at onco.. 
Still, it is a little fatiguing to get your 
news in such slices instead of having it all 
in your hand at once.

Sidney Gilchrist Thomas perfected his so 
called basic process by which such ores can 
oo made into excellent steel. In England 
tho bane becomes a blessing, tho »lug from 
a basic furnace, containing (us iiflioes much 
phosphoric acid, yielding a valuable ferti- 
lizer. Mr. Thomas' discovery was first ap- 
plied in America to an open hearth furnaco

Under ordinary conditions breac 
mixed with compressed yeast should be 
baked and out of the oven in flve hours 
from the time its ingredients are stirred to- 
gether.—Mrs. Emma P. Ewing in Indian- 
apolis NOWR.

After tho British and German mining 


engineers had met their American breth- 
ren in New York in October, 1890, they vis- 
ited the loading iron and steel works in 
this country What chiefly struck them 
was the pace at which operations were 
forced to a finish. The English furnaco has 
a capacity of 80,000* cubic feet, produces 
daily 70 tons, uses 2,808 pounds of coke to a 
ton of product, with 150 hours as the thae 
of a furnate operation. The Amorican fur- 
nace with smaller capacity, -18,800 cubic 
feet, turns oat 271 tons a day, uses but 1,863 
pounds of coke per ton of product and 
crowds an operation into 21 hours. 


Beyond tho causes, metallurgical and 


mechanical, wh'ch have cheapened steel 
are the irresistible forces of business. Com- 
petition has become exceedingly keen, and 
manufacturers these days have to bo con- 
tent with slim profits, and often with no 
profits at all. 


Becaube it is stronger and tougher thatt' 


iron, stool long a«o ousted iron from use as 
tho material for rails. A sbecl rail lasts 
about 10 times as long as an' iron one. 
This of course has cheapened rail trans- 
portation, and so helped to cheapen steel 
itself by lowering tbo freight tolls charged 
for hauling tho ores and fuel needed to 
make it. 


As a material fpr machinery, steel not 


only wears better than iron, but can bo run 
a't higher speed. What this means in money 
saved in all tho departments of tho metal's 
application would require figures of astro- 
nomical audacity to express And the end 
is not yet. Nickel alloyed with steel exalts 
its tensile strength remarkably, as recent 
tests of armor plate made _of nickel steel 
abundantly prove. Let experiment in the 
preparation of this alloy come to success, as 
It undoubtedly will, and we'shall see niekel 
steel enabling the architect and the engi- 
neer to take almost as lone a stride ahead 
as when they discarded Iron fpr ordinary 
steel. The time is at hand when bridge 
spans can bc.longer, towers bijzhor, boilers, 
cars and engines lighter, and when machin- 
ery driven quicker than ever will last longer 
than it does today.—New York Sun.

How Electricity Mates Light. 


A great number of people have Irat aver; 


obscure idea ot the principle ol tlic arc and 
incandescent lamp respectively. 
It may 


be stated thai in tho are lamp electric dis- 
charge lakes place between two pieces oi 
hard conducting carbon, separated from 
each other by an interval which is kept as 
nearly as possible constant by automatic 
device-). An arc of light of intense bril- 
liancy, called tho voltaic arc, is thus'ob- 
tained. The carbons, being raited to au ex- 
ceedingly high temperature and exposed lo 
tho air, butter waste by combustion, and 
hence require lenevval. 
There ia also a 


transference of particles m tho direction of 
the euncnt, tho negiilho carbon increasing 
at the expense of tlio positive one.

the view of obviating inconveniences aris- 
ing from this cause-, ainingeinents are often 
made for alternating the direction of tho 
current. It is desirable, both for tho diffu- 
sion of light and for the lessening o£ its 
otherwise painful and injurious intensity, 
that a globe of ground glass should be used. 


In the glow or incandescent lamp, a fila- 


ment of carbon inclosed in a globe exhaust- 
ed of air by a mercury pump turves as a 
path along which the current passes. The 
resistance tho electricity meets with in 
passing through this filament is sufficient 
to raise the latter to incandescence, and a 
light is thus obt'iined more, suitable for do- 
mestic purposes aud the illumination of in- 
teriors generally than that afforded by the

JAMES WRIOT, Trww, 


CHEROKEE INDIANS. 


RED MEN WHO COMPOSE A NATION 


WITHIN THIS NATION. 


They Are WmUfar and Chooie to B» »*• 


cltt»lT7i S» Th»t For u 'Whlto Stmngor to 
Mater Tliolr Territory 1» Difficult,—Xlielr 
Churches and Government. 
In all this broad country there la not a 


man BO immh to bo envied as the Cherokee. 
Uncle Son. has made him rich for all time 
to come. I the has a care in the world, it i» 
not apparent on the surface. He is not no 
highly oivi liud that it become* oppressive 
to sustain theitraln. He knows nothing 
of high and low tariff, and the money ques- 
tion hag bean reduced to a discussion of the 
government annuity. There are only two 
quwttoos upon which he feels deeply, and 
these aro the distribution of the money 
which will make tho nation rich and the 
preservation of tho nation's BoverciKuty. 


The life at tho Cherokee Indian will be 


idea! if tbo American nation does not force 
him from hi» present territory and hiswhite 
brother ri.b him of the money which justly 
belongs t" him. Since the beginning of 
this centu ry the Cherokcen have owned the 
most valuable lands of the south and south- 
west. In nil, their possessions by the vari- 
ous grant* from the government aggregate 
81,000,000 acres. Now they have been re- 
duced to I <ss than 5.000,000 acres. By the 
sale of tbo Cherokee outlet the last Collar 
which will ever come to tbe nation by 
the rcHrjquiimmoiit of lands will be re- 
ceived, ami until the white has absorbed 
the Ir.diim blood the Cherokees will con- 
tinue to I i ve as a tribe and own the land in 
common. This is t.Lo fight which the na- 
tion hencifortb must muke, and as a peo- 
ple they a re thoroughly alive to thesitua- 


It was in order to preserve their individ- 


uality thut Principal Chief Harris and the 
national < ouncll took tho initiative In call- 
ing a geni-ral coundl of the five friendly 
tribes, 
'1 'he Cherokee alono does not feel 


able to make the flctht for the perpetuity of 
his title and his race. It must be the com- 
mon concurn of all, and if the Indian has a 
friend tt will be within the next decade 
that he must come forward to show it. 
The laws against intruders must be en- 
forced to the letter, and the territory which 
remains must be zealously guarded. In 
the complete sovereignty which the five 
tribes now enjoy there is absolute sntcty, 
save from the constant tendency to inter- 
marry with the whites. There are now less 
than lU.O'O full blood Cherokees out of a 
total population in the nation of 28,000. 
Tho whiles who are here as citizens will 
have an ubundaut opportunity for acquir- 
ing wealth, and the mixture of Cherokee 
and whit o blood makes a thrifty people. 


Bat w i th the distribution of a sum of 


money almost equal to that which the 
United States government paid for the Lou- 
isiana pur( base comes the turning point in 
the nation's history as it exists today, and 
every citizen of the nation, be he white, 
full blcxi'l, half breed or negro, recognizes 
tiioncCL:,3ityfor building a high wall about 
tha small territory which remains. There 
are few in the nation, like Rasselas in the 
Happy iivlloy, who are discontented, but 
the danger is all from without. 


Left to thcmsolves the civilizing influ- 


ences already at work will bring all these 
things i 11 good time. There aro flno schools 
and academies, and the people are far from 
illitorat n. Talilcquuh, old and quaint, had 
educate! and refined people when the capi- 
tal site of Kansas was a pasture ground for 
tho bullaloea. There were only a few of 
these families, to be sure, but now the na- 
tion is filled with homes which have edu- 
cated pi ople iu them. 


There are only three established churches 


in the nation. These are Methodist, Bap- 
tist nnd Presbyterian. 
Tho Cherokee is 


not burdened with an ultra religious senti- 
ment, uud the enthusiasm is largely con- 
fined to the female population. He is too 
easy going in his way, the climate is too 
soft, am I nature has done too much for him 
to give his religion any intensity, but the 
moral standard is high for all that. 


And i o the churches the Cherokees owe 


their two political parties. The wisest man 
in all tlie nation cannot explain just now 
how th» division came about, but a Baptist 
preachi r by the numu of Jones is held re- 
sponsil'le. This man Jones will always be 
rememliered, for ho was the only white 
man who could over master tho Cherokee 
language. He built seminaries and had a 
bold oii the people which made him a 
power in the nation. As the story goes, 
Jones V. as a man of great ambition. Being 
a whiti man, he could not be chief, and he 
had been unable to coutrol John Ross, who 
waschiiif for 44 years, or William P. Ross, 
his "nephew, who succeeded him. Up to 
this time there had been only one party, for 
tho regime of the Ross family hod not been 
questioned. 
In Louis Downing, a fall 


blood, Jones saw his opportunity. Jones 
hadwiihhim the Confederate element of 
the CLiTOkees. 


Downing hud served in the Union army 


and hiul distinguished himself as a soldier. 
Jones (li-omised to make him chief, and 
Downing took with him many of the full 
blooded Cherokees who served In the Union 
army, and a combination was formed with 
tbo Ccn[federates which resulted in Down- 
ing's election In 18C8 as chief. Since that 
time one of tbe political parties has borne 
his name-. Downing served for eight years, 
and although now dead his party is still in 
control of the government. It is the ambi- 
tion of every man in the nation eligible to 
the ofllce to be chief. Personal popularity 
count.'i for much. There is an election ev- 
ery four years. Every male citizen over the 
age of 18 is entitled to a vote, and as there 
is nothing to make a permanent political 
issue ; he leadership naturally drifts to the 
strongest man in tlie tribe. 


Thti Cherokees are suspicious and watch 


their legislator closely. If he makes a mis- 
take, he is called to account, and it frequent- 
ly occurs that the same senatorial district 
elects one Nationalist and one Downing 
man to represent 'it—Cor. Philadelphia 
Telegraph.

His barn is u w ill decayed log, with plenty 
of rotting leaves lying about it, and his 
granary a dry 1 ollow in a tree. 


When the proper time comes, he climbs 


the well loaded shellbark hickory and bo- 
gins to throw down the nuts by biting the 
twig to which (ach is attached. This slight 
shock is BUfflcii lit, when the nuts are ripe, 
to send them rnttllng through the wither- 
ing leaves to tl-e eround. Inanhour an in- 
dustrious squirrel will shake down enough 
to keep himsel' busy for the remainder of 
the day. And when at work few animals 
are as industrious as the red squirrel. 


Ashe runs out one branch after another 


and strips it o1 its nuts, he Is very much in 
earnest, for hit winter supply of provisions 
depends on his activity. 
His next task is to carry the nuts to his 


barn, where he buries them among the 
leaves and um ler the decaying wood. This 
Is done so that the moisture and warmth 
will cause the thick outer husks to split 
and fall 
off. 
When they have been buried for a week 


or ten days it Is found that each husk has 
split into four parts, which fall off as soon 
as the nut is Moved. This process also en- 
ables the little harvester to separate the 
good nuts from the bac^as the husks on 
the wormy ones refuse to be loosened.

Curious Portuguese Customs. 


I should hardly think this a pleasant 


place for an American to live in a business 
sense. The laws of Portugal are peculiar 
and rather embarrassing to one accustomed 
to the freedom of an American community. 
Lands here .-ire held under a system of tith- 
ing which in odd enough to deserve men- 
tion. A lar^e portion of tho rented prem- 
ises comprito but a few acres at most and 
often but a iew feet. There are little plots 
of ground for which the rent is one hen per 
annum, or oce bushel or peck of wheat, one 
goose, a call, a pig, a bushel of prunes, a 
cheese or uny of innumerable products. 
Last year a law was passed which permit- 
ted any tenant who occupied ground not 
valued at tlie assessor's office at over $300 to 
purchase it at such assessed valuation, and 
when the amount Is tendered to the owner 
he must accept it. 


Everything is taxed. A capital regula- 


tion compels owners or tenants of property 
to paint thulr houses and whitewash their 
stone walls at given periods, but a regula- 
tion nob so capital requires them to tako 
out a license for such repairs and to pay a 
given price for the privilege of doing what 
the law con ipels them to do. An acquaint- 
ance I have made here has j ust paid $10 for a 
permit to do some cleaning up of this kind 
which will cost about $25.—Cor. Minneap- 
olis Tribune. 


How 1 he Obelisks Ouce Looked. 


Trieste lo id some claim to the American 


obelisk. II s erector, as that of the one on 
the embankment,'was ThothmesIII, about 
3,500 years ago, and like all the rest of 
them it once had its surface highly pol- 
ished, and the hieroglyphics perhaps inlaid 
with silver gilt and its point capped with 
the iame metal. As it rose 70 feet in air 
its apex caught the first glance of the sun 
god Ea as he rose over the Arabian desert, 
and then the smooth sides would glitter, 
and from obelisk to obelisk would the 
bright glances flash as he rose in the impe- 
rial glory c nd autocracy of his eastern rule.

There was a scene which 
took place at their feet as they stood before 
the palace pylon of Alexandria which all 
know but few associate with them, and yet 
the sadly thrilling tale of the death of 
Hypatia IH familiar enough.
